On 5/4/15 I was assigned as a Street Patrol Supervisor, when I was assigned to meet Ofc. Viola and Ofc. 
Diliberto on QM. regarding the service of a warrant for Newton PD for 
GEERTE Upon arrival, | spoke with Ofc. Viola who advised me that he was assigned to locat AD 
for a warrant that had just been issued by Newton Pd. Upon arrival, the vehicle involved in the incident 
was in the driveway and after knocking on the door a television that was on had been shut off. 
Additionally, after attempting to get a hold of someone inside they set up surveillance on the house to 
await my arrival on how to proceed. Ofc. Viola further advised me that he noticed a male to get mail 
from the mailbox that matched the picture from CJIS. 


We then decided to await Newton PD’s arrival before possibly making entry. While waiting for Newton 
Pd MRM wife arrived home. Ofc. Diliberto and | then approached her and advised her that we 
needed to speak with@Aigg# to which she stated that she believed he was in the house and then 
allowed us to enter the house with her. Following behind her we located lying in bed. | then 
advised him that he needed to standup and that he had to come with us as we had a warrant for his 
arrest from Newton Pd. 


At this time, there was a conversation as to why he did not answer the door when the officers had 
knocked. His wife then asked him if he had talked to “Danelle” to which he stated that he had and she 
had advised him not to answer the door. While getting dressed there was more conversation between 
GREED and his wife regarding talking to “Pat and Danelle”. At one poin -aid something to the 
effect of that “Danelle” stated that she would talk to “Jen” about having her contact the Newton Court 
tomorrow. 


GND was then placed under arrest, handcuffed, and escort to Ofc. Viola’s cruiser where he was 
transported to the station.

Re: Internal Affairs Investigation 
Dear Sir, 


On 05/11/15, | was assigned by Detective Captain Champeon to investigate an Internal Affairs 
matter. The incident under investigation stemmed from the warrant arrest of onc SD 


The incident began with a call from Newton Police Department Officer Gordeau. The officer 
requested that the Waltham Police check the residence of ENB who was the subject of a 
felony warrant (2 cts. A&B/DW & 1 ct. of A&B). Further information was that they would pick him up if 
located. The call came in at 1553hrs and units ultimately cleared at 1714hrs. The total time on scene 
should be somewhat less than the above times indicate, as those were taken from the Dispatcher Call 
Taker notes and not radio transmissions. 


In short, when Officer Viola arrived at the home in question, along with Officer Diliberto, he 
knocked at the front door. Officer Diliberto took a position at the side/rear of the house and could hear 
a television playing and then shut off, indicating the presence of a resident. Further, the car of the 
subject was in the driveway. Officers took up a position of surveillance and observed a male exit his 
house and retrieve his mail. At this time the units were awaiting the arrival of the patrol supervisor, Sgt. 
Moriarty. 


Upon the arrival of Sgt. Moriarty, the wife o MEE returned home and allowed the 
officers into the house. Once inside, the officers locate in his bedroom and made the arrest. 
Sgt. Moriarty’s report indicates that there was a conversation as to wh GEE did not answer 
the door when the officers knocked and that QB wife, SIS ool asked him if he talked to 
‘Danelle’ te which he stated yes and she advised him not to answer the door. According to Sgt. 
Moriarty’s report, he stated that more conversation between the arrested party and his wife took place 
relative to speaking to ‘Pat & Danelle’. At one point during the arrest (ii said something to the 
effect that ‘Danelle’ stated that she would talk to ‘Jen’ about having her contact the Newton Court 
tomorrow. In speaking with Sgt. Moriarty, he stated that at no time did any officer interject into this 
conversation betwee aD and his wife, therefore, no further information was obtained other than 
what was overheard. He did state that as they were clearing the call, he had a brief conversation with 
Officer Diliberto who remarked to him ‘That’s nice, to which he replied, ‘That’s really great’. This was in 
reference to the overheard conversation regarding alleged advice from Officer Danelle Hart. 


As a result of Sgt. Moriarty’s report indicating that Detective Vadnais may have reached 
out to the Newton Court or Police, Lt. Cavallaro and | responded to the Newton District Court. There, 
we met with Sgt. Cahoon, who is one of the police prosecutors. The other prosecutor is Detective 


Gabriel, who was not present. When asked, Sgt. Cahoon stated that he was not contacted by anyone 
about this case. He called Detective Gabriel while we were there. Detective Gabriel told Sgt. Cahoon 
that he, too, was not contacted by anyone regarding this case. | then spoke with the Assistant District 
Attorney Susan Ha iG who told us that she was not contacted by anybody regarding the 
matter. 


After speaking with Sgt. Moriarty on 05/12/15, I set out to speak with QED on 
05/14/2015. | was joined by Lt. Cavallaro. We located QMMEEMBat his residence. He came outside 
and was willing to speak with us. He stated that he never spoke with Officer Danelle Hart and that it 
was his wife QM who spoke with Officer Danelle Hart. He went on to say that Danelle called his 
wife and that his wife then alerted him to the pending police arrival. According toSiERNENRUNÐ 
Officer Hart said words to the effect of; what is going on with Apparently, he had a problem in 
Newton & we’re sending guys out to get him on a warrant. He also stated that she told his wife that if 
he stayed there he would be arrested and suggested he go on errands unless he wanted to go jail. He 
said that Danelle was trying to give him a heads up via my wife. When asked (MD stated that 
Officer Danelle Hart did not tell him to keep the door closed but that he made that decision on his own. 


| then spoke WithQ ie GURNEE Was able to call her for me while we 
were interviewing him. She stated that she had begun a new job and agreed to meet me at a parking 
lot, so as not to interrupt her at work. She told us that she did not speak to Danelle and that it was only 
after the arrest that she spoke with Pat or Danelle. She allowed me to see her text messages between 
her and Danelle and there was no record of any tip or ‘heads up’ on the text messages. She did confirm 
that text messages/conversations could be deleted on her phone. When asked why her husband would 
inject her into this matter unnecessarily, she stated that she didn’t know and that ‘you see what I’m 
dealing with’. There was one text wher hanked Officer Hart and Pat Hart for everything they 
did, however this could be in regards to referring Attorne aap to 


Later that day, | spoke with Officer Viola. He told me that while on scene, thf pulled 
the ‘friend card’. He further stated that he interpreted the conversation between thes as 
Officer Hart telling him to go to the courthouse and take care of the matter. He did state tha ae 
wife asked her husband why he didn’t take care of the matter, as if she knew about it. 


On the morning of 05/15/15 at approximately 0930hrs, | spoke with Officer Diliberto. She 
stated that Officer Viola asked i why he didn’t answer the door when the police knocked 
and that QP responded that ‘Danelle’ had told him not to. She also stated that @iiPimmediately 
announced that he was friends with ‘Pat & Danelle’ and asked if they were working. Officer Diliberto 
stated that she did ask Sgt. Moriarty; can you believe he just said that? 


Based on this information, | telephoned Officer Viola. | asked him what Seas 
response was when he was asked why he didn’t answer the door. He stated that he did not remember 
but that he thought he said something to the effect that ‘because | was going to clear it up’. | asked him 
(QAM ated that Danelle told him not to and he replied that he did not. 


At 0900hrs on 05/15/2015, | served Officer Danelle Hart with her formal notice to appear, 
however | had already spoken with Union President Corbett the evening prior who spoke with her and 
came to an agreed upon time of 1100hrs. At that time she was provided with her Police Officer Bill of 


Rights. 


At approximately 1100hrs, | interviewed Officer Danelle Hart in the Detective Conference Room. 
She was joined by Union President Officer Gerald Corbett. | read her the Internal Affairs form 52-5 
regarding non-criminal matters and provided her a copy to read along with. She indicated she 
understood and signed the form. The interview was audio recorded and a record of the verbatim 
transcript will be burned to a disc and should be referred to as Exhibit #1. 


At the outset, Officer Hart acknowledged that she was friends with aS, 


but specified that her friendship was primarily with@@0@—@ | asked her how she learned of the warrant 
foo which she replied that Scott Hovsepian texted her. She allowed me to see the text 
conversation between them. Due to my cellular phone having a low battery, | was unable to 
photograph the messages, however Officer Corbett took photos of the conversation and sent them to 
my cellular phone via text. The text show Officer Hovsepian asking Officer Hart what QD 
did. It continued by stating Newton (PD) has a warrant for him and that they are trying to find him now. 
It goes on to say that the police did or are going to his house on 

The text messages from Officer Hovsepian indicated through text that he believed the charges to be 2 
counts of A&B/DW. There is no mention during this conversation by either party to alert/notify Blakely 
about the warrant. 


When asked, Officer Hart admitted to calling GEESS in response to learning about the 
warrant. She informed him that he had a warrant, which he was unaware, and told him that he may 
need to clear the warrant up or we (Police) might be coming to his house. She stated that her intent 
was not to have him ‘pack his bags’, suggesting an avoidance of criminal responsibility but rather her 
concern for his wife and 10 year old son. Apparently, she has knowledge that the family situation can be 
volatile and wanted to avoid any potential domestic upheaval. She told me that told her 
that he was not going to open the door because he was sick in bed. In response, she told him that the 
police would keep coming back or not go away or if they believed he was there. She went on to say that 
she told him that his son didn’t need to see the police storming into his house and that if the police 
didn’t come to his house for some reason, he should get to court and clear up the matter. She also 
stated to him that it would be in his best interest to keep $40 with him for bail purposes if the police 
came to the door as he would most likely be able to be bailed. She was adamant that she never told Mr. 

Go evade police and that she told him to open the door. She also stated that she was not aware 
of an official call for service and that her knowledge was only through the text message supplied by 
Officer Hovsepian. In further speaking with Officer Hart, she stated that felt she made the call for the 
right reasons (concern for family matters) and when asked if she could see the officer safety implications 
with the benefit of 20/20 hindsight, she acknowledged she could and added that looking back she 
should not or would not have made the call. She did add that when she made the call t 
she thought he was at work, suggesting that she didn’t think a confrontation would be a possibility. 
Officer Hart stated that her mind set was never such that she thought an officer was responding and 
could get hurt and that there was no malicious intent to her actions. | expressed my thoughts to Officer 
Hart regarding the contradictory nature of aie statement, specifically, that if he was trying 
to avoid getting her in trouble, he was doing the opposite by stating that she was suggesting he not be 
home, even though he portrayed the advice as coming from his wife via Officer Hart. Her reply was that 
she could not speak for him. Officer Hart was asked if she had her sister, Detective Prosecutor Jennifer 
Vadnais, contact the Newton Court in regards to this matter. She stated that her sister called her the 


following day because she notice Ae name while reviewing the previous evening’s arrest. 
Officer Hart expressed her desire to know what happened to her sister who in turn made contact with a 
friend of hers at the Newton District Court on her own volition. Officer Danelle Hart claimed to not 
know who her sister’s contact was but thought it might be a Victim Witness Advocate. She stated that 
her sister spoke with this party who gave her a synopsis of the events. This contact appears to be simply 
an attempt to find out the true facts and not an attempt to get involved whatsoever with the 
prosecution of Swag as my aforementioned conversations with the police prosecutors and 
ADA revealed. 


Nearing the conclusion of the interview, Union President Corbett mentioned that in the past, 
this department has undertaken the process of calling/notifying suspects of their outstanding warrants. 
While | acknowledge this past practice has occurred, the incident in question differs in that we have 
never notified (to my knowledge) subjects of a pending police arrival. 


Due to many conflicting statements by all parties, | am unable to confirm what Officer Hart did 
say or did not say to QM At this time | am unable to substantiate the complaint. Going 
forward, my recommendation would be to possibly make this a training opportunity, reminding officers 
of the crucial need to keep police information in the strictest confidence as there could be many 
potential, albeit, inadvertent, negative consequences that could follow from a leak, no matter how well 
intentioned.
